ers, setting forth that these 
should not be injured by “the atti- 
tude” of Governor Talmadge, was sent 
today to Harry L. Hopkins, 
administrator. 

Signed by Representatives ‘Tarver, 
Deen and Peterson, the formal appeal 
gave five reasons which the 
members said justified their stand. 
The fifth and final point in their argu- 
ment said: 

“We insist that while the 
ences between our governor and 


federal relief administrator are regret- 
table, the attitude of the governor un- 
der the circumstances detailed shoul 
not rebound to the injury of the dis- 
tressed school teachers of our state, 
and we feel it to he our duty in 
their behalf to present these facts for 
consideration.”

1. Twelve thousand Georgia teach- 
ere received federal aid in 1934 and 
approximately this number has been 
teaching since state, county and school 
district funds were exhausted in the 
belief similar aid would be forthcom- 
ing this year.

2. That the appropriation by Geor- 
ia for its school session of 1934- 
o*) Was made by the legislature in 
1933 and was identical to the appro- 
priationa for 1933-34, and in addi- 
tion more than $1,500,000 was added 
by recent legislative action by diver- 
sion of highway funds. Further that 
Georgia's expenditures per capita per

Hopkins recently gave an emphatic 
“No” to a request by the Georgia con- 
gressional group that the school aid 
be made retroactive to February 1, 
and laid the responsibility for the dis- 
itressed teachers squarely upon Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, who he said “block- 
ed” a bill in the legislature intended 
for their relief. 

At the time the administrator 
pointed out that only 18 other states 
were receiving federal funds for sehool 
purposes, and all of these except Geor- 
gia had taken definite steps to solve 
their school problems and remove the 
necessity for continued government re- 
lief. 

Such aid has 
Hopkins on efforts 
help. themselves.

Columbia Broadcasting System today 
/ announced that after July 30 it would 
' restrict the amount of advertising per- 
_missible in its radio programs. 

On programs after 6 p. m., the 
/announcement said, a maximum of 
(10 per cent of the program will be 
devoted to commercial announcements. 
On programs during the day the maxi- 
‘mum will be 15 per cent. 

Two other new policies were an- 
nounced : 

1. Advertising of laxatives, deodo- 
rants, depilatories or other advertis- 
ing, which “by its nature presents 
questions of good taste in connection 
with radio listening,” will be prohib- 
ited. This ruling becomes 
as rapidly as present contracts expire. 
| 2. A new standard will be set in 
children’s programs by prohibiting cer- 
/tain types of matter, including: Ex- 
'alting of gangsters or criminals, glor- 
ifying disrespect for parents, present- 
ing greed or selfishness as worthy 
motivation, and making dishonesty or 
deceit attractive.

By Juty 1932 the depression had touched bottom, and had dragged with 
it the prices of both utility and industrial securities. But since that time 
there has been substantial recovery. Prices of 30 industrial stocks have risen 
more than ‘200%. 


Utility stocks, however, have failed utterly to enjoy any recovery, and 
instead were 207 lower last March than they were at the depth of the depres- 
sion in 1932. These figures are based upon the Dow-Jones averages, which 
have long been regarded as authoritative by financial and other business men. 


Utility stocks began their present steep decline shortly after the Tennessee 
Valley Authority Act was passed in 1933. Since then electric and gas utility 
companies have been refused a share in the recovery that is being enjoyed 
by other industries, even though they helped to make that recovery possible 
by paying $300,000,000 in taxes in 1934. 


Now comes the Wheeler-Rayburn 
Bill, whose purpose is to complete 
the ruin of utility investors to which 
government attacks have so contrib- 
uted. The bill will wipe out practi- 
cally all utility holding companies, 
and put about 91% of all local electric 
companies under stifling bureaucratic 
control from Washington. All utility 
investors, utility customers, and tax- 
payers generally should protest to 
their Senators and Representatives 
against this unnecessary destruction 
of property.

Duo Given 25 Years 
In Miami Gem Theft
